“T am told by New York State 
Negro leaders,” said the GOP 
spokesman, “‘that the Democratic 
party is more and more being 
equated with the more extreme 
members of the Southern wing. 
The manifesto had the outcome of 
lumping the extremists and mod- 
erates together. As far as the net 
results are concerned, ‘the South- 
ern ‘Round Robin’ was even more 
valuable to Nixon and the Repub- 
lican organization than the New 
Hampshire write-in. I still don’t 
care for Nixon. But events now 
have given the party so much 
confidence it is no longer wor- 
ried . . . with Nixon in the first 
or second spot.” 

Only time will tell, of course, 
whether this GOP jubilation is ill- 
founded. For the time being, at 
least, they believe it is a sound 
analysis. In fact, they see noth- 
ing but a steady deterioration of 
Democratic strength and party 
unity. 

Democrats, in the pivotal Mid- 
western and Eastern states, are 
watching the “third party’’ move- 
ment in South Carolina. This so- 
called splinter party, as they see 
if, can do nothing at all save to 
help elect a Republican. **And

Third Party 


The third party was not effec- 
tive as a protest in 1948. It car- 
ried, by devious devices, some to- 
talitarian, four states. But it did 
not prevent the election of Harry 
Truman, as it sought to do, even 
though there was a second ‘‘splin- 
ter’’ effort, that of the Commu- 
nist-exploited Progressive party. 
As a protest it was entirely futile. 

There isn’t any doubt but what 
things political are at a boil, with 
no signs of jelling. Political lead- 
ers in both parties are watching 
Southern developments acutely. 
Among these are those in Labor, 
also traditionally Democratic.: A 
third-party movement would al- 
jenate much of Labor. It could 
hardly go to the Republicans, but 
what it will do certainly is a 
question which must somehow be 
resolved. 


Among some of the more de- 
pressed Democrats there is talk 
of a realignment of forcés, a defi- 
nite and final “surgery.” . 

From the Southern viewpoint, 
it is at once obvious that Sens.

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Eisenhower’s Plea 
Comes a Bit Late 


President Eisenhower's appeal for pa- 
tience and moderation on the school seg- 
regation problem is appreciated even 
though it comes a little late. 

Belated though his recognition of the 
gtowing turmoil precipitated by the Su- 
preme Court decision on school segrega- 
tion may be, it is good that he has joined 
Adlai Stevenson in the latter’s forthright 
attempt to bring some sense into a badly 
deteriorating situation. 

President Eisenhower's plea for re- 
straint, incidentally, was made all the 
more necessary by the shameful political 
demagoguery of his vice president, Rich- 
ard Nixon, in bragging about the “Re- 
publican” Supreme Court and claiming 
that the President has done more to end 
segregation than any man since Lincoln. 

The President is a little late, too, in 
saying that extremists on either side are 
not going to help the situation. Perhaps 
he has realized that, on the contrary, 
lack of executive leadership has given 
the extremists free rein and contributed 
to a situation wherein intelligent solu- 
tions become more difficult each day. 

Mr. Eisenhower took note also that 
the South, in maintaining a segregated 
school system for the past three genera- 
tions, has “been acting not in defiance 
but in compliance” with the law as it 
was interpreted by the Supreme Court 
in 1896 when the “separate but equal” 
doctrine was established. This was over- 
turned in 1954, creating social, financial 
and political problems that cannot be 
solved in a day. 

Let us hope that the President’s re- 
marks also indicate a belated awareness 
that established patterns of living cannot 
be changed quickly by court decree. 
Attempts to force such changes only 
threaten whatever progress has been 
made. And, as novelist William: Faulk- 
ner has pointed out, the South’s resistance 
to forced integration is a fact which must 
be recognized. Compulsion will drive 
even the Southern moderates into a 
“reappraisal.” 

As President of the entire nation, Mr. 
Eisenhower has a duty to exercise the 
leadership that the present situation de- 
mands. And extremists on both sides had 
best exercise a little common sense and 
restraint as he advises.

Got Your New License? 


Better Hurry It Up 


The State Patrol has warned that 
there are approximately 500,000 Geor- 
gians who have failed to renew their 
drivers’ licenses and that their old per- 
mits expire at the end of this month. 

Headquarters estimates that around 
775,000 drivers have obtained their new 
licenses and that there are about 310,000 
who hold permanent veterans licenses 
which do not have to be renewed. 

This leaves a considerable number 
of people who either have forgotten or 
haven't had the time to trade in their 
old tickets for the new. 

Fortunately, the director of public 
safety has it within his power to extend 
the deadline for 60 days, a favor ap- 
proximately 500,000 Georgians trust he 
will grant. A lot of us have plain forgotten 
the need for renewing our licenses. 
Some of us have been too busy to do so, 
while any number of us have been just 
too tired these early spring days to mess 
around with any kind of paper work. 

Then, of course, there are those of 
us who think all this reregistering is 
plain silly anyhow and have no idea of 
complying with this bothersome law un- 
til the law catches up with us.

Who Profited in Loss 
Of Cotton Exports? 


A Mississippi cotton farmer recently 
has made charges which deserve investi- 
gation by Congress in its consideration of 
the farm problem. 

Henry T. Crosby, of Greenville, Miss., 
declares that interests other than cotton 
growers have profited enormously by 
policies which have encouraged the loss 
of the cotton export market. 

Specifically, Mr. Crosby—a _ promi- 
nent cotton planter and business man— 
accuses the National Cotton Council of 
not representing cotton farmers but of be- 
ing dominated by five of the six inter- 
ests which “have profited from the un- 
healthy surplus situation.” 

* Instead of working for a policy to 
keep our export markets, Mr. Crosby 
charges that the Cotton Council has used 
the 12-million-bale surplus to the ad- 
vantage of warehousemen and others at 
the farmers’ expense. 

Warehousemen, he said, “have en- 
joyed large profits from storage charges; 
cottonseed crushers have profited be- 
yng the price paid: growers is down; 

s are largely owned or financed by 
cottonseed crushers or shippers; spinners 
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are happy to have assured supplies on 
hand, and merchants and shippers have 
moved into foreign countries and are 
more than happy with the result.” 

He intimates that some of these in- 
terests have taken advantage of high- 
priced Ameritan cotton to invest in huge 
cotton-growing developments in foreign 
countries in competition with our own 
producers. At the same time they resist 
changes in the present program at home. 

The Mississippian advocates a two- 
price system, which he says is already in 
operation in some producing countries. 
It is this system, by the way, which Sec- 
retary Benson says he will adopt this fall. 
Surplus cotton will be offered at world 
market prices instead of at American 
prices. : 

Mr. Crosby's charges illustrate the 
complexities of the farm problem in gen- 
eral and the fact that it is not always the 
dirt farmer who aggravates it. If what he 
says is true, the cotton farmer has been 
the victim of a colossal deception. 


Anti-Polio A ppropriation 


Is a Sensible Move 


There will be general approval of the 
House appropriation of $27,800,000 to fi- 
nance anti-polio programs administered 
by the states. 

After a bungling, political start, good 
progress has been made. But there now is 
a shortage of the vaccine. Public confi- 
dence, shaken by the fact one of the first 
batches of vaccine was lethal, now has 
been restored. 

Senate endorsement of the House act 
should follow in time to have the extra 
weight of money thrown into the very 
expensive and slow task of manufactur- 
ing the extra vaccine in time for the polio 
season, which is just ahead.

The Sudan Is Latest 


Target of Communists 


It was an obscure little news item that 
perhaps escaped all but the most discern- 
ing. It said that the Russians had been 
negotiating with the Sudan on offers 
of economic aid and technical assistance. 

The story follows a pattern that is be- 
coming all too familiar these days. The 
Sudan, a former British protectorate, ad- 
joins Egypt. It is a member of the Arab 
League, composed of 10 nations that were 
former colonial powers dominated by the 
West. 

All of these nations are now Com- 
munist targets with the aim being to 
eliminate all Western influences in the 
area. By a technique of seeming friend- 
liness and cooperation, the Reds hope 
eventually to take over the area or at 
least to dominate it. They are moving 
much more rapidly than anyone thought 
possible. 

With economic aid and technical as- 
sistance come Communist agents. .The 
West is slowly but surely being pushed 
out and there is very great danger that 
the tremendous resources, especially oil, 
will be lost to the West. 

Sudan’s principal crop is cotton. Rus- 
sia needs it. The Sudanese need machin- 
ery and money. This the Russians are of- 
fering. 

The developing pattern is fairly con- 
sistent in all the Arab states. In this 
game of playing the Reds off against the 
West, they are leaning more and more in 
the direction of Moscow. 
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Eden’s Cyprus Policy 
Gets Deserved A pproval 


Britain’s government has won a de- 
cisive victory in support of its new, firm 
policy in Cyprus. 

It is regrettable the United States has 
become involved by semiofficial criti- 
cisms of the Eden measures, including the 
removal of an archbishop. The church- 
man had entered himself into the polit- 
ical struggle on the side of violence. It 
is an old Biblical axiom that he who 
lives by the sword shall perish by it. 
The archbishop was living by it and his 
removal was proper and necessary. 

The British Labor Party sought a vote 
of no-confidence. The motion is in it- 
self a vote of no-confidence in Labor’s 
thinking. Cyprus is, in a very real sense, 
as important as Korea. It must be held. 

The United States knows this. Our 
administration still seems to have too 
many persons in it who try to be all 
things to all men, The semihostile com- 
ments against British policy serves no 
one save our mutual enemies.

The fact is that all of our cherish- 
ed freedoms, of press, of speech, 
of right of assembly and all the 
rest, exist—as they were won—not 
separately, but as a whole. 

Already, one of our most valued 
and long established rights, the 
right of this state to educate its 
children without outside interfer- 
ence, is under attack by the Su- 
preme Court. 

Wrapped up in the fight for seg- 
regated schools, however, is not 
just one principle but many. If the 
South loses the first; it will find 
other bitter doses following in 
swift succession. 

If the Supreme Court can dic-

tate how Georgia’s schools are to 
be operated; then it can also dic- 
tate the choice of faculty mem- 
bers and the selection of textbooks. 

Freedom isn’t lost by one fell 
swoop; it is chiseled at and picked 
at until the people are sufficiently 
brain-washed to believe that they 
must go along with the new order 
and new ways lest they be a stum- 
bling-block along the path of prog- 
ress. 

Progress, my eye. There are peo- 
ple in high places in Washington 
who don’t know or seemingly care 
where this country is headed, just 
so long as they can provide for 
their own selfish interests. 

Disregarding personalities, the 
Supreme Court decision, if al- 
lowed to stand, takes a big chip 
out of the right of a state to edu- 
cate its children. That's a big hunk 
out of a state’s basic right and re- 
sponsibility. And it is an encroach- 
ment that falls equally on both 
races, en the whites who oppose 
it and the Negroes who support it. 
It's a terrible price for Negroes 
to have to pay for such a small, 
and, as far as anyone can see, um 
satisfactory gain. 

The flag wavers are out in force. 
They cry, follow me to great prog- 
ress, prosperity and happiness for 
all. Be very, very careful unless 
you surrender far, far more than 
you will ever gain from those who 
would rewrite the Constitution to 
fit their own designs.

What right has one man or even a 
small body of congressmen to 
make such agreements? The ap- 
proval of such supreme laws rests 
with each individual whom these 
laws directly affect. 

If the people are ever given the 
right to vote on this amendment 
and return home rule to America, 
it will have sweeping approval by 
the states. It is this fact that in- 
ternationalists and one-worlders 
realize.

“But teachers are much better 
paid than they used to be,”’ I heard 
someone say. 


That is true, my friend. The 
teaching salary has risen since 
1932 when I was holding forth in 
the classroom for $1,000 per an- 
num. That was the state minimum 
in the area. I understand the floor 
there now is $2,400. 

But food, clothing and shelter has 
risen out of proportion. 

Consider housing for example. In 
1932, a $5,000 house was a right 
respectable structure. Today the 
only place one finds a $5,000 house 
is on the tax books. 

They say that in Greater At- 
lanta an aircraft employe had ar- 
rived with his family and was look- 
ing for a home. 

The real estate agent took him 
out into the $30,000 section. ‘Too 
much,”’. said the prospect. They 
visited a subdivision in the $20,000 
bracket. The man still shook his 
head, 

“Haven't you something for 
about $6,000?" he asked the agent. 

“Come to think of it, I have,” 
the agent said. ‘‘Let’s go out and 
see if it is still standing.” 

They arrived at the $6,000 house. 
It was the kind of place with which 
you could do wonders if you were 
handy with money. 

“What’s keeping it from falling 
down?” the prospect wanted to 
know. 

“Why, the termites are holding 
hands,”’ the agent said. 

The prospect pondered. Then he 


asked, ‘‘Does that house have six. 


rooms and a bath?’’ 

“No, it doesn’t,”’ the agent ad- 
mitted. ‘“‘But it does have four 
rooms and a path.”’ 

See what I mean. Values have 
changed in the last 25 years. 

You-can’t be fair to teachers 
and measure their pay in dollars. 
The only fair comparison is against 
the price of a house, a loaf of 
bread and clothing for the chil- 
dren. Judged by that scale, the 
teacher still is underpaid. 

A teacher who wanted to make 
some money part time decided to 
buy a bulldozer and set up in earth 
moving.

You might, 
in your talks, tell me what re- 
ligion has to offer us.” 


At face value, the letter seems 
to possess enough simple logic to 
make any of us think that the man 
is contented.

- The General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church, 
U.S., will be asked to approve ordination of women as rul- 
ing elders and deacons within the denomination. 


A report of a special commit- 
tea set up to make “A Biblical 
Study of the Position of Women 
in the Church’’ recommends that 
each Southern Presbyterian con- 
gregation be authorized to de- 
cide for itself whether to elect 
women to its session and dia- 
conate. 

The report here was released 
by Dr. A. C. Scott, general as- 
sembly clerk. 

It did not consider ordination 
of women as ministers, a ques- 
tion now before the Presbyterian 
Church, U.S.A. (Northern). 
_ ‘The general assembly will act 

on the report at the annual June 
meeting. Even if approved by 
that body, it would have to be 
submitted to the 85 presbyteries 
of the church for approval. 

Cited in the report were Biblical 
quotations which have been used 
by both sides in the question. I 
Corinthians 14:34, “Let your 
women keep silence in the 
churches; for it is not permitted 
unto them to speak,” is most 
often quoted by those opposing 
the issue.

Wells Says 


Dr. Guy H. Wells promised 
court action Thursday if his $518 
monthly pension is cut off be- 
cause of his views on racial co- 
operation. 


The State Board of Education 
has asked the Teacher Retire- 
ment System to discontinue Dr. 
Wells’ pension because of his 
stand on segregation matters. 


At the same time the Board of 
Regents of the University System 
took from Dr. Wells his title of 
president emeritus of the Georgia 
State College for Women. He 
headed that institution for 19 
years. 

In promising court action, if 
necessary, to retain his pension, 
Dr. Wells said: 

*“That’s my earned retirement 
that I’m going to live on. I don’t 
think they can revoke it by law.’”’ 

He said he paid about $450 a 
year into the teacher retirement 
fund for about 10 years, or a to- 
tal of about $4,500. His pension is 
figured on the number of years 
he has been a teacher and educa- 
tor—about 40 in all.

WASHINGTON, March 15—The 
power expansion program of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority

within the House Appropriations 
Committee today.

The crisp brownness of a croquette is an occasional must 
on the Lenten menu. And along with cheese and egg cro- 
quettes, shrimp are also favorites. 

Success ‘in a croquetie lies in: proper deep-fat drying. 
The secrets are to use enough oil or fat to cover the food, 
Heat fat slowly. Fry a small amount of food at one time. 
Take out all scraps of food to avoid burning. When the food 
is brown, remove it from the fat and allow to drain.

2 cups cooked shrimp (1 lb.) % tsp. salt 
3 tbsps. butter 2 tbsps. lemon juice

This is to cheer all the hide-bound souls who hate to see 
old-fashioned ways and old-fashioned pleasures outmoded and 
forgotten. 

Chalk up a victory for the stereoscope! 

You don’t remember the stereoscope? 

Well, my children, it was just like three<iimensional movies, 
only better, cheaper and more lasting entertainment. Grandpa 
and grandma didn’t have to budge off the loveseat to enjoy ail 
the sights of the great ouside world, thrown into sharp three- 
dimensional focus through a little viewer very much like the 
sets you can buy in the stores nowadays. 

I thought the stereoscope had degenerated into the class of a 
charming but not terribly useful antique. The one we have (com- 
plete with pictures of the sinking of the Maine and Hobson's 
triumphant return) was beloved in our family but merely be- 
cause it had seen three or four generations through dull, rainy 
Sunday afternoons. 

But now I find the old stereoscope is actually useful. 

There’s the case of Ray Reed, a little Ellijay boy, who was 
born with badly crossed eyes. 


Ray is now five or six years old and recently friends and 
neighbors in Ellijay became interested in helping him get his 
eyes straightened. The Lions Club and the Shrine Club offered 
to pay his hospital expenses and a Gainesville eye specialist 
performed the delicate eye operation without charge. The Red 
Cross hauled Ray back and forth to the hospital and to the 
doctor. . 


All went well, and the operation was considered a success— 
except for one trifle. Ray was not accustomed to using the eye 
which had been involved and he couldn’t seem to use it. 

He needed to exercise that eye, the doctor told him. There 
are other methods of getting the proper exercise for an eye but 
the Gainesville doctor knew Ray’s parénts couldn’t afford ex- 
pensive trips to town and elaborate treatments. So he said, ‘‘Get 
him an old-fashioned stereoscope with lots of pictures to look at. 
That'll do the trick.’’ 

The Ellijay Red Cross Home Service representative didn’t 
know where to find a stereoscope outside of antique shops, 
where the price was prohibitive. She asked around town and 
finally C. F. Owen, editor of The Times-Courier, put a little 
notice in his paper, suggesting that a borrowed stereoscope might 
save Ray’s sight. 

Since that day the stereoscopes have been flowing into Elli- 
jay: They come from remote mountain homes and from old- 
fashioned city attics. Ray now has a choice of five stereoscopes 
with widely different sets of fictures. In every case the lender of 
the stereoscope has cautioned the Red Cross to take good care 
of the little picture viewer because it is cherished in the family. 


‘. I know why. I sat with Ray while he looked at pictures the 
other day and it was like stepping into another age. The World 
War I ones were fascinating. Some of them showed pictures 

~ of the imperial palace in Berlin in a day before Hitler had been 
thought of. 


Ray’s eyes are slowly improving after a half an hour a day 
spent with the stereoscope—and think what he’s learning. He has 
a vivid picture of another time in American history and another 
way of life. Surely the stereoscope has justified the affection 
many of us bear it.

For Education V alue 


Dr. John H. Hanger is an 
eminent Florida clergyman. 

“Dr. Crane, you may not real- 
ize it,”’ he began, “but through 
your daily newspaper you exert 
a constructive influence not 
matched anywhere else to my 
knowledge. 

“American newspapers have 
long needed a forthright cham- 
pion of moral truths, so we 
clergymen are mighty glad to 
see your column daily in our 
newspapers.’ 

NEWSPAPER UNIVERSITY 

It was very gracious of Dr. 
Hanger to make this comment, 
and I quote him, not to pat my- 
self on the back, but to empha- 
size the vital point which he 
raised. 

Newspapers wield a tremen- 
dous educational influence, They 
serve as the best local ‘“‘univer- 
sity’’ of the town or city. 

For every literate American 
can be expected to read his pa- 
per. Indeed, the children begin 
at the age of about 8 when they 
decipher the blurbs in the strip 
comics. 

By the middle teens, the high 
schoolers are reading comics, 
plus sports pages, and, on or- 
ders of teachers, may dip into 
columns like this and the edi- 
torials. 

After the age of 18, about 85 
per cent of Americans are 
through with formal schoolrooms 
forever. 

Yet they live to be about 70. 
So who will educate and enlight- 
en and steer the thinking of our 
people during their 52 adult 
years. Radio, TV, movies and 
magazines help. But the most 
effective teacher in the long run 
is the daily printed page. 

Newspapers thus _ entertain 
with comics and sports, and 
keep readers up-to-date on lat- 
est news flashes, but they also 
leave a constructive ‘‘afterglow”’ 
of helpfulness via many editori- 
ails, syndicated columns, etc. 


EXTENSION COURSES 


Maybe you don’t realize it but 
the usual letter input to me via 
the typical ‘newspaper is 5 per 
cent to 7 per cent of its total 
circulation each ‘year, 

Thus, if a newspaper has 100,- 
000 circulation, I'll receive at 
least 5,000 letters from _ that 
Same area, asking for helpful 
guidance by mail, plus medico- 
psychological booklets on sex, 
child rearing, budgeting, etc. 

These booklets go into the 
area, as an educational by-prod- 
uct. They serve as a college 
extension course and thus con- 
tinue the newspaper's influence 
long after today’s paper has be- 
come outdated by later news re- 
leases from Washington or newer 
stock ticker data. 

Dr. Hanger mentioned, too, 
that some 70 million people are 
entirely outside the wholesome 
influences of Jewish, Catholic 
and Protestant clergymen. 


fer sound moral, medical and 
psychological techniques to these 
70 million which they are miss- 
ing by absence from churches. 

And I am not exaggerating on 
this score, for literally thousands 
of letters reach me, saying: 

“Dr. Crane, I never grew up 
in a religious home. But your 
Bible discussions have interest- 
ed my children, Now they have 
been asking me for more infor- 
mation, so I have purchased the 
first Bible I ever had in my 
house.”’ 

Others state, “Dr. Crane, at 
the urging of your column, I 
have decided to take my chil- 
dren to Sunday school, though 
I never was inside one as a 
youngster.”’

Acne Is Curable 
In Early Stages 


Americans emphasize personal 
appearance. This is hard on in- 
dividuals with skin disorders, 
particularly the more _  self- 
conscious and sensitive. Most of 
us have had some experience 
along this line during adoles- 
cence, 

If there is only a smattering 
of pimples and blackheads, the 
youngster is not too unhappy but 
the more serious forms of acne 
represent a true disease and skin 
disfigurement. 


Girls are deprived of social en- 
gagements and young men are 
rejected for employment. The 
eruption has proved to be an 
obstacle to marriage, a source 
of depression, and a cause for 
suicide. 


But this need not be, as acne 
is curable provided it is arrested 
in the early stages. The basic 
lesion is in the sebaceous, or 
oil producing glands, which are 
overactive. 

In addition, the pores of these 
structures thicken and prevent 
skin oils from escaping. As a 
result, the sebaceous material 
stagnates and decomposes. 


When the lesion becomes in- 
fected, a pimple forms and un- 
less pus can drain the pimple 
enlarges, becomes cystic, and 
ends in a pitted scar. 


The prevention of acne is aimed 
at decreasing the activity of the 
oil producing glands and keeping 
the pores from thickening and 
plugging the openings. 

The simplest plan is to wash

The face is then 
rinsed with cool water and a 
lotion applied.

NEW CHEF’S SALAD 


Slices and Cream Cheese 
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Greet Springtime | 
With Something New

A new recipe, like an Easter bonnet, brightens spir- 
its and makes a meal as gay as the coming spring season. 

And an interesting bread is practically a must with 
springtime’s luncheons and brunches. 


This new twist to an old fa- 
vorite looks, at a glance, like 
butterscotch nut rolls. Actually 
they are honey buns, but that 
isn’t all. The unusual in- 
gredient is sweet potatoes. 
That accounts for the golden 
color and the out-of-the-or- 
dinary flavor. 

YAM-YAM HONEY BUNS 

2 cakes compressed yeast 
cup lukewarm water

Nurses Fin 
Studies Hurt 
By Overwork 


Many nursing students are so 
“burdened with service de- 
mands” in short-staffed hos- 
pitals that they don’t have time 
for an adequate program of 
study, Miss Florence Blake, as- 
sociate professor of nursing ed- 
ucation at the University of Chi- 
cago, said here Thursday. 

“We must train more nurses’ 
aids,” she said, “and concen- 


trate on giving our nurses broad- 
er study and experience.”’ 


Miss Blake was consultant at 
an institute at Emory University 
attended by representatives of 
10 Georgia schools of nursing 
and public health representa- 
tives. The institute was spon- 
sored by the Georgia Depart- 
ment of Public Health. 


Miss Blake said there is still 
“a very great shortage’ of 
nurses and personnel in the ma- 
ternal and child health field. 

She stressed the importance of 
the nurse's role “in supporting 
the family in times of stress.”’ 
The nurse should be an under- 
standing person, she said, who 
helps the patient’s family “in 
stressful situations, such as the 
illness of a child.”’ 


Miss Margaret Bodeker, pedia- 
tric consultant with the Georgia 
Department of Public Health, 
presided at the opening session 
of the institute which con- 
tinues through Friday. Miss Ma- 
bel Korsell, acting dean of the 
Emory. University School of 
Nursing, welcomed delegates. 
Miss Theodora Floyd, director 
of the nursing division, Georgia 
Department of Public Health, 
outlined plans for the institute.

Factory Workers’ Take-Home Pay 
Up $2.80 Over January, 1955 


Atlanta area factory workers received an average of about 
$2.80 a week more take-home pay during January of this 
year than they did during Januagy a year ago. 

Brunswick A. Bagdon, regional director of the U.S. Labor 
Dept.’s Bureau of Labor Statistics, said Tuesday the ‘“‘aver- 
age weekly net spendable earnings’’ of workers with three 
dependents increased from $60.80 to $63.68 during the period. 

The corresponding rise for workers with no dependents 
was from $53.80 to $56.53. Despite these increases, Bagdon 
said the factory worker's average weekly take-home pay in 
this area dropped some $2.57 since December, 1955.
